To.  S.  H.  Witham,  a  constable  of  the  Town  of  Smithfield,  in 
the  County  of  Somerset.  Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine  you  are  hereby  required 
to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Smithfield, 
qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  town 
house,  in  said  town,  on  Monday,  the  first  day  of  March,  A.  D., 
1915,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  on  the  following  arti- 
cles, to  wit: 

First.    To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Second.    To  choose  a  town  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Third.  To  choose  selectmen,  assessors  and  overseers  of  the 
poor. 

Fourth.  To  choose  a  treasurer,  a  member  of  the  superin- 
tending school  committee,  collector  of  taxes,  and  all  other  town 
officers  required  by  law  to  be  chosen  at  said  meeting. 

Fifth.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  for 
the  support  of  common  schools  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Sixth.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  for 
the  support  of  the  poor. 

Seventh.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
for  the  repair  of  schoolhouses. 

Eight.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  for 
the  purchase  of  school  books. 

Ninth.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  for 
the  purchase  of  school  supplies. 

Tenth.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  for 
the  better  education  of  youth. 
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Eleventh.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
for  the  building  and  repairing  of  roads,  bridges  and  culverts. 

Twelth.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  for 
breaking  snow  roads. 

Thirteenth.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
to  defray  town  expenses. 

Fourteenth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  "Yes"  or  "No"  on 
the  question  of  appropriating  and  raising  money  necessary  to 
entitle  the  town  to  State  aid,  as  provided  in  section  20  of  chapter 
130  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1913. 

Fifteenth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  and  raise  the 
sum  of  $300  for  the  improvement  of  the  section  of  State  aid  road 
as  outlined  in  the  report  of  the  State  highway  commission,  in 
addition  to  the  amounts  regularly  raised  for  the  care  of  ways, 
highways  and  bridges.  The  above  amount  being  the  maximum 
which  the  town  is  allowed  to  raise  under  the  provisions  of 
section  19  of  chapter  lSO^  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1913. 

Sixteenth.  To  see  whether  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money 
and  what  sum,  for  the  maintenance  of  State  aid  highways  during 
the  ensuing  year,  within  the  limits  of  the  town,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  18  of  chapter  130  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1913. 

Seventeenth.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  for  the  destruction  of  brown  tail  moths  during  the  en- 
suing year,  and  pass  all  votes  necessary  regarding  their  destruc- 
tion. 

Eighteenth.  To  elect  one  or  more  fire  wards,  fix  their 
compensation  and  raise  a  sum  of  money  for  the  same. 

Nineteenth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
S.  S.  committee  to  maintain  schools  in  districts  numbers  one 
and  three  during  the  ensuing  year. 
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Twentieth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  two  hun- 
dred dollars  to  be  expended  in  repairing  the  highway  in  the 
East  Pond  woods,  so  called. 

Twenty-first.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  approve  the 
list  of  jurors  as  presented. 

The  selectmen  give  notice  that  they  will  be  in  session  for  the 
purpose  of  correcting  the  list  of  voters  in  said  town  and  de- 
ciding upon  the  application  of  persons  claiming  to  have  their 
names  entered  upon  said  list,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon, 
at  the  town  house  on  the  day  of  said  meeting.
